After punch and 
animal crackers on the front steps, 
they smiled and said an enthusi- 
astic and polite “Thank you" to the 
Museum Staff, waving a cheerful 
good-bye as they went out the gate 
clutching a rock painted gold to 
resemble a gold nugget. After the 
event, the pre-schoolers made 
and sent us a huge thank you 
poster that is on display tempo- 
rarily in the Museum.

Early Gold Hill Celebration - Lampman Day 
(Excerpted fram The Oregonian, June 22,1947) 

On June 21, 1947, Gold Hill's city park was the site 
where friends and admirers of Ben Hur Lampman, 
celebrated associate editor and author, gathered to 
honor “its most famous ex-resident.” Paul Hoyt, re- 
porter, editor and ultimately editor of The Oregonian, 
was associated with Lampman for many years and gave 
the principal speech that day. He stated that "Lampman 
was a simple man with the simplicity of Winston 
Churchill and Abraham Lincoln." On that day, Gold Hill 
experienced a parade such as Gold Hill had never before 
witnessed. A free salmon barbecue of Rogue River 
salmon followed the speaking and a dance wound up 
festivities. : 

Lampman owned and operated the Gold Hill News from 
1912 to 1916 when he sold it to Ted Wharton's father, H. 
E. Wharton, Lampman divided his time between writing 
and fishing the Rogue River. 

The crowning touch of this not-to-be-forgotten 
occasion was the dedication of Ben Hur Lampman Park, a 
strip about 200 feet wide which extended along the 
Rogue River where Lampman loved to fish. 

In future issues of Nuggets of News, we will be 
bringing you more history of Ben Hur Lampman, his 
writings, and his fish stories.

New Computer for Museum 

The new computer is up and running at the Museum and is 
being used for many tasks. The following software has been 
purchased and installed: Adobe PageMaker, PhotoShop and 
Illustrator; QuickBooks, Microsoft Office including Excel spread- 
sheet, Access database, Outlook, and Word. We are able to 
print digital photos directly from a digital camera using a newly 
purchased digital reader. (To date, the Museum does not own 
a digital camera but utilizes a member's camera for this pur- 
pose.) 

Cliff Fininie has been training the volunteer staff and the 
curator in how to optimize the use of the computer for print- 
ing photographs for the artifact records. We are scanning 
Ted's negatives and printing photos for the artifact record file. 
Cliff developed new forms and a computer data base for the 
artifacts records and information. This data is being entered by 
volunteers as they have time. The photos are being stored on 
CD-Rom disks. Training will be provided to any additional 
volunteers who would like to assist and learn new skills at the 
same time. We could use your help!

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What’s Going On 
A Summary 

Many exciting programs continue to be 
planned at the Museum. On July 8, a 
summer program, A Dragon's Tale: The 
Chinese Influence in Southern Oregon will 
be at the Museum. This program, sponsored 
by Southern Oregon Historical society will 
weave historical information about the 
Chinese influence in Southern Oregon with 
stories, crafts, demonstrations and food 
from the Chinese culture. Attendees will 
have an opportunity to make a Chinese 
lantern that they may take home. There may 
be a chance for the children to be part of a 
dragon's body. Come to the Museum and join 
in the fun. 

The new computer is finding many uses 
every day. With the computer comes public 
offerings not possible before. For in- 
stance, we can quickly and efficiently 
print any negative in our collection through 
digital technology for the price of only 
$3.00. Before these prints had to be done 
in the dark room and the cost to purchase 
one was $5.00. (Dark room photos are still 
available if desired.) New recordkeeping 
techniques have been started and by this 
time next year, much data wil] have been 
entered and a quick search will answer 
inquiries more efficiently. (More info on 
the computer on Page 5.) 

Now, with the mainframe of our historic 
stamp mill standing in place, additional 
reconstruction is underway rebuilding and 
assembling the frame works for the drive 
mechanism and reduction shaft assembly. 


Beams are cut, mitered and mortised, holes 
drilled and bolts salvaged. Once all parts are 
ready, a set-up day will be planned early in 
the summer. A finished mill is anticipated by 
early fall according to Ted Wharton who has 
made this project his personal goal. Ted 
could use additonal help.

Recipes from a Sams Valley Collection - Circa 1949, GHHS Accession #99.12 


White Bread, Quick Method 
(Makes 2 loaves)* 


WITH BASIC YEAST FERMENT 
2 cups (1 pint) basic yeast ferment About 6 cups sifted flour 
2 tablespoons sugar + 1-1/2 teaspoons satt 2 tablespoons shortening 


In the moming take 2 cups of the lukewarm and wel-mixed yeast ferment Dissolve it in the sugar. Sift flour and sait together into 
mbddng bow. Blend yeast ferment with flour and-add shortening, melted but not hot Knead into a smooth, elastic dough. Let nse 
in cozy, warm place unt! doubled, then make into loaves at once if soft wheat flour is employed. If hard wheat flour is used, knead 
the dough down and let rise again until doubled, then make into loaves. Let loaves rise untl doubled. Bake 50 to 60 minutes in a 
moderately hot oven. *H four loaves of bread are to be made, use four cups or all of the basic yeast ferment, and double all 
other ingredients in the recipe for two loaves. 
Buttermilk Rolls (from vintage handwritten recipe) 
(Recipe author's self evaluation pencilled at top of recipe: “Very good.”) 


2 cups buttermik 2 teaspoons salt 
1 cake fermented yeast 4 cups flour (approximately) 
1/2 teaspoon soda 2 tablespoons melted shortening 


2 tablespoons sugar 


Scald buttermilk, stirring constantly. Cool to lukewarm. Add yeast When dissolved, add sugar and sat Add haff the flour and 
soda. Beat until batter is smooth. Let rise 1/2 hour, approximately. Add shortening and remaining flour, stirring untl dough collects 
in stiff bal. Tum out on a floured board and knead until smooth and elastic. Roll out 1/24nch thick. Brush lightly with metted butter. 
Cut and fold over and brush top with butter. Place 1/2nch apart on greased pan. Set in warm place and let rise until double in 

bulk. Bake in 375° to 400° oven for 20 minutes.
